CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF URGENT 

PUBLIC IMPORTANCE RE IMMEDIATE NEED 

TO ALLOW MAXIMUM WATER IN K C CANAL 

Mr Speaker 1 have received a notice under Rule 74 from 
Sri P Ranga Reddy, which says 

"I propose to raise the following matter of urgent public 
importance under Rule 74 of the Assembly Rules — 

(1) To draw the attention of the Government to the immediate 
need to allow maximum water in K C Canal so as to irrigate a 
larger area and to urge for continued supply of water upto the middle 
of May this year instead of being stopped from middle of January as 
it was being done from the last three years, for pushing through the 
remodelling scheme* 

(2) to point out the existing scarcity conditions in Cuddapah 
and Kuroool Districts consequent on the failure of rains and urge the 
necessity of permitting the water in the K. C Canal for the second 
crop to the maximum area possible **

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Urgent Public Importance Re 
Immediate Need to Allow 
Maximum Water m K C Canal 

* The Minuter for Irrigation and Power (Sri J V Narasinga 
Rao) Complaints were received by the Government about the 
unsatisfactory nature of supply of water for the crops under the K. C 
Canal in the current crop season The Government deputed the 
Chief Engineer for Irrigation to visit the area to study the position 
and to suggest measures for remedying the situation The matter 
was also discussed by the Chief Minister and the Minister for Irriga- 
tion and Power with the Members of the Assembly belonging to the 
Kurnool and Cuddapah Districts at a conference on the 6th instant 

It is true that there has been insufficient supply of water for 
the standing crops The difficulty appears to have arisen mainly as 
a result of the larce increase in the acreage under paddy cultivation 
in the current crop season as compared with the previous years It 
may be mentioned that although the limiting of the first reach of the 
mam canal has been completed to a large extent, the crust of the amcut 
is still at the existing level as the falling shutters m the crust of the 
amcut have not yet been fixed The carrying capacities of the mam 
canal beyond mile 75 and the distributaries and sub-distnbutaries 
taking off from the mam canal have yet to be re-modelled to carry 
the increased discharges However, as certain crops have already 
been raised m a large extent and as it is necessary to devise measures 
to protect these crops, action has been taken to raise the crust of the 
amcut to 1* 6" This work which will be of a temporary nature can 
be completed m a short time and can give immediate benefit to stand- 
ing crops When all the works under the K C Canal re-modeUijag 
scheme are completed it will be possible to supply water satisfactorily 
to the localised extent It will, however* be necessary to adhere to 
the pattern of irrigation fixed under the localisation scheme so that 
there may be no difficulty m the supply of water As the ryots imder 
the canal water have , had to forego the benefit of the second crop 
during the past four years ou account of the execution of the re- 
modelling scheme it was decided at the Conference held oa the 6th 
November that the secatid <?rop smntld be allowed jto the eonung 
season to a limited extent, In the ML C Canal Ayaetit, it sm> 
considered that it woirfd be prudent to hmtt the fcfcte&t of second 
erop to 35,000 aerea so as to be quae swe that w» portion *& the 
area under the second orop might suffer for lasafffeieiii water supply* 
la order that the secood crop i&ay bfc m&®8* U w$a **g**d at tho 
ooaferfcoee timt the caa&l should bv kept opea tril m May 1958.

THE ANDHRA UNIVERSITY (ANDHRA PRADESH 

AMENDMENT) BILL 1957 

*The Minister for Education (Sri S, B P Pattabhi Ramarao) , 
Sir* I beg to introduce the Andhra University ( Andhra Pradesh 
Amendment) Ball, 1957 and move that the Bill be taken into conside- 
ration at once. 

Sit, in moving this Bill, I may b$ permitted to explain the 
circumstances under which this has to be taken mto consideration 
now r The power to wafer degrees, and other academic distinctions 
00 candidates who have Xm& exempted from attendance at cottage* 
and who have passed the prescribed examination of the University is 
under consideration Un#er Section 33 (2) of the Act* provision has 
been made for grant of coemption to a candidate by an ordter *>f the 
Syndicate made m accordance with th# conditions laid down by tto 
Acadamte Council from being an enrolled member of an affiliated 
mUtsgo* Under Section 33 &M$) the Academic Council is ^mpowwed 
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to decide the conditions under which exemptions relating to the 
admission of students to examinations may be given Under Section 
43 (1) (b), regulations made by the Academic Council provided inter 
aha for the granting of exemptions A reference to the pro\isions of 
the Act relating to the conferment of degrees show that (1) under 
Section 4 (2) the University has the power to confer degrees etc , on 
persons who have pursued a course of study in the University (2) 
under Section 16 (2) (h) the Senate has power to confer degrees and 
other academic distinctions on persons who shall ha\e pursued an 
approved course of study in a University College or an affiliated 
college or an Oriental College and shall have passed the prescribed 
examinations of the University As there is no specific provision to 
confer degrees etc * on candidates who have been exempted from 
attendence at the College and who have passed the prescribed degree 
examination of the University either in the Act or m the powers of 
the University or m the Senate, the Academic Council based on the 
provisions mentioned in para 2 have adopted regulations providing 
for grant of exemptions from attendance at affiliated Colleges and 
degrees and titles are being conferred for the past several years on 
such candidates The University has further stated that recently a 
question has been raised whether a specific provision authorising the 
Senate to confer degrees on such candidates should not be incorpo- 
rated in the Act and the Syndicate considered the same at its meeting 
held on 21-4-1957 and resolved that necessary provision be made in 
the Act for confer ting degrees and other academic distinctions on 
candidates who have been exempted from the attendance at Colleges 
and who have passed the degree examinations of the University^ 
Accordingly, the University has requested that necessary legislation to 
bestow authority in the Senate to confer degrees on such candidates 
may be undertaken before the next Convocation

As has been already explained by the hon. Minister for 
Education, as a matter of fact, the University has been conferring 
Degrees ot Distinctions upon persons who have been exempted toy 
the Syndicate by virtue of some inherent provision or Implied powers, 
but it has beeii brought to the notice of the Syndicate a&d Oovertt- 
meat that it would be more desirable that a specific provision should 
be made m the Act Therefore, this amending Bill hm been introduc- 
ed to enable the Senate to whfer Degrees or Distinctions upoa 
persons who have b^en exempted from pursuing the course of study. 

As a matter of fact, the hon Member who has spoken just 
before me has been kind ea<mgh to make a plea on behalf of mom 
persons entitled to Tiave the esemptioi* by the Syndicate. Personally 
speaking, Sir, I am of oplatoa that t6e» w so muck of difference i* 
the standards **f rarsaas %ho halve passed pnvate*y aod those w&O 
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have pursued a course of study in the University College or an affiliat- 
ed College or an Oriental College For instance, under the Rules 
of the Syndicate, working teachers have been exempted from pursu- 
ing a course of study in any regular college, but if they passed the 
examinations, they are entitled to get the Degrees or Distinctions 
Unfortunately, from my personal experience, I am of opinion that 
they do not have the explicit academic atmosphere because they do 
not have the privilege to go to the classes and study regularly So, 
my hon friend wants to extend this kind of exemption to all other 
people, but I do not know how far it is desirable to extend this 
exemption to other categories In view of certain disabilities and 
certain reasons, the privilege of exemption has been confined 
to helping a few classes, viz , ladies, etc In view of certain 
disabilities they cannot afford to go over to the College and spend 
their time Therefore, it is just proper that they should have thi s 
kind of exemption The same is the case with the lowest paid 
teachers In view of the disabilities that the teachers-class suffers, the 
exemption has been extended to them also So, I do not know how 
far it is desirable to extend this privilege to others But, any how 
this is a matter to be discussed before the Syndicate and the Syndicate 
is perfectly entitled to go into that matter 

So far as this amendment is concerned it can be divided into 
two parts The first is to enable, by a specific provision, the Senate 
to confer Degrees or Distinction upon persons who have been exemp- 
ted from pursuing a course of study and who have passed the requisite 
examination The second portion seeks to validate the Degrees 
already conferred by the University m the past This clause will be 
giving some sort of retrospective effect to the action already taken by 
the Senate 

I feel that under the circumstances explained by the hon* 
Minister for Education* this is a simple amendment and a just and 
desirable Amendment I hope and txnu that this Bill would be passed

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We have, in Andhra Pradesh, three universities , and the 
oldest, as far as Andhra Pradesh is concerned, is the Osmama 
University, the Andhra University came into existence when the 
Andhra University Act was passed m 1925, and the Sree Venkate- 
swara University was constituted in 1945 — if I remember right. As 
far as the amending Bill is concerned, I have to bring some features 
of university education to the notice of the Government We are all 
aware that since 1925 

Sri S B P Pattabhi Rama Rao We are now discusmg the 
amendment to the Andhra University Act. 

Sri Gopalarao Ekbote I know , I am aware of it I am only 
reviewing the work of the three universities in relation to the Bill 
before the House 

The oldest university is the Osmama University and it is 
governed by a charter which was modifed after the Police Action and 
some of the sections were brought m line with the progressive views- 
then considered to be progressive In 1925 the Andhra University 
Act was passed and, as I said, much water has flown under the 
bridge since 1925 , the major incident that took place in the universi- 
ty educational field is the report submitted by Dr Radhaknshnan*s 
University Commission What I would like the Government to take 
into consideration is to review all the three Acts of these three 
Universities in the light of Radhaknshnan Commission's Report 
Because basically the Radhaknshnan Commission has suggested 
certain fundamental, heart-searching reforms in the field of university 
education * and in spite of the fact that the Report has been submit- 
ted and is before the country since the last so many years, I am 
afraid, except two or three universities in the country no other 
university has made a senous attempt to move towards the direction 
pointed out by the R^dfaalcfishanan Commission This being the 
fundamental problem* amending this section or that section, or 
changrag the constitution or the function of this body or that body 
would hardly solve the question with which we are faced We may 
tinker w*& the University Charter of the 0$mama University or 
amend some of the sections of the Sree Venkateswara or the Andhra 
University Act, as and when some problems arise* But I am quite 
confident that as long as we do not review the working of all the 
three Acts and bring them upto-date m t|*e ligbt of the various 
recommendations made by the Radhakrishnau Commission and sub- 
sequently adopted or modified to some extent T&f tfte f Education 
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Ministers* Conference or several decisions taken m the Central 
Advisory Board of Education, we will not be goiog m the right 
direction If all those recommendations are kept m view, I am quite 
sure that we can reconstruct our university education in Andhra 
Pradesh on a sounder foundation and on progressive basis 

Today we come across several problems very closely connected 
with university education When we talk of students* indiscipline, 
when we talk of so many failures in the university examinations, it 
looks as if we are showing our concern only as far as the external 
matters are concerned But we fail to take note of the very essential, 
fundamental fact that the entire structure has to be reviewed and 
brought on par with today's requirements of the society I would 
like to invite the attention of the House to one aspect of University 
Education We are all aware that during the course of the last 40 
years, there is a growing tendency, a growing realisation that the 
liberal education or the science education should now substantially 
give place to technological and professional education As I said, 
during the last 40 years even in progressive countries like America or • 
England the percentage of students going to technological, engineering 
or professional education has enormously increased, and if we take 
stock of what has happened in India during the last 10 years after 
our Independence, we come to this irresistible conclusion that the 
same tendencies are prominent even in Indian University Education 
If we fail at this moment to realise this growing tendency for higher 
education, I am afraid, not only the question of unemployment will 
grow wider, we will have to face a bigger problem also-we will not be 
in a position to meet the immediate ^equtrments of our society So, 
the first point which I would lite to place before the Government for 
their consideration is to take into consideration the substantial and 
prominent place which the technological education or professional 
education is occupying today I do not want to talk anything 
disparagingly about liberal education, became I valuta it most. I am 
one of those who believe 1&&t this liberal education 1ms to be so 
carried on m close co-operation with the technological education, that 
under the same group a happy blending of this hbernl education and 
technological education* m had ta&en place in other foreign countries, 
shoi&S tate* place m India also, Wtem I *rffer ««phatoca% to 
technological education/ I do *N*t vmh for ** moment to suggest that 
liberal education should &ot fee reformed and should jaofc be expanded

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tion on technological education, particularly on the vanous branches 
of Engineering so that the multifarious requirements of the society of 
today could be readily met with When I look at the various colleges, 
either private, constituent or affiliated or run by the university, I find 
that several very important technological or professional branches are 
not developed in Andhra Pradesh We should therefore be doing a 
great service to the people of Andhra Pradesh if we review the entire 
field of higher education and start some new departments, new 
colleges, with technological or professional education which we have 
so far neglected Then, regarding expansion of university education. . 

Mr Speaker How are these relevant to the question of 
admitting private students ? 

Sri Gopalarao Ekbote I am referring to the expansion of the 
field of university education so that everyone who requires education 
according to his capacity and ability should get a chance to aquire 
higher education also and it should not be denied to a person who 
cannot afford to get that It must be a thing which should be avai- 
lable not only to the so-called private students, but to any one who 
has a desire to acquire higher education, and it is only from that 
broader perspective that I am putting these suggestions before the 
Government for their kind consideration 



I started by saying that this small question of allowing or not allow- 
ing teacher-candidates or women candidates to appear for examina- 
tions really does not get more significance, when we look back to the 
very fundamental question of university education, all such questions 
"automatically get solved. The moment I say that the Andhra University 
Act oi 1925 has to give place to a more reformed, and more progre- 
ssive Act of 1957 or 1958, keeping in view the vanous recommenda- 
tions made not only by the Radhakrishnan Commission but also by 
several other experts and the Central Advisory Board of Education* 
that very moment this question of legalising and conferring degrees on 
those who ought to get facilities, m view of the peculiar circumstances 
in which they are placed, gets automatically solved That is the point 
1 would like to place before the House In this State, as I said already 
happily we have three Universities and we can so co-ordinate the work 
of these three Universities as to provide a wider field of higher educa* 
tion to the people of Andhra Pradesh * and it is only with that end m 
view that I am suggesting to the Government to review ail the three 
Acts keeping in view the suggestions I have no& made, so that not 
only on one side more concentration would be made on technological 
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and professional education, not only that the conception of liberal 
education would be widened and so happily blended with technological 
education, but the various defects which we find not only m the con- 
stitution of the Senate or the Syndicate or the University Council 
from the appointment of Vice-Chancellor or various other things 
which we are trying to rectify by piece-meal legislation before this 
Assembly — all these questions which are engaging the people's mind 
or the educationists could happiiy be solved by concentrating more on 
fundamental issues and solving them We can learn many lessons from 
the mistakes which we have committed or others have committed, but 
in addition we can^absorb new and progressive ideas which are fast 
spreading today in the field of University education , we can certainly 
reform the three Universities and co-ordinate their working » this is 
the second sugestion which I want to make. 

Coming directly to the Bill proper, I would suggest that this 
particular provision of allowing certain concessions to the private 
condidates should not be viewed with a limited concern I am aware 
that there are two very sharp opinions existing today among the edu- 
cationists whether students who do not prosecute the regular courses 
of studies in colleges are entitled to get a degree by any other Univer- 
sity , one section argues that the standard of education which has al- 
ready fallen much below would further go down if we allow students 
to appear privately without prosecuting their studies m a regular 
college I do not think any one of us can deny that argument or can 
dilute the strength of that argument But, if we sit tight and do not 
aHow higher education *o expand* to meet the requirements of the 
present-day society* the question which naturally arises for our 
consideration is * *Are we to make this naiwmty education very 
much restricted to the choicest few whom not only God has blessed, 
but who have sufficient equipment with which they could utilise »t and 
seek higher education ? That is the direct question which comes; and 
if we talk of equal opportunities m the field of education, the only 
answer to this which can be effectively given in the field of education 
is* "keep open all the doors and the windows of education without 
any kind of restriction* and the uproar of falling standards 
could be arrested ' by very effective methods winch will have 
basically no bearing on the nsara quesfacw we mm discus si ng 
today. What I would therefore suggest is, no* only &ow> tomtom * 
candidates or women candidates or other privileged few woo 
enjoy the benefit of higher education should be icgahsed when they 
have already passed the examinations, but this questkra has got to 
be viewed in a broader perspective keeping in ^w die poverty winch 
exists in India, keeping a* *iew &e ®kct &ifa#**&0bmm, mttm W^*»y 
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be — that education goes with the length and breadth of their pockets 
As long as that situation exists — and it may be called the sin of the 
individual, but it is a fact , we should therefore keep m view peculiar 
circumstances obtaining today , with the poverty which prevails today, 
we should broad-base this field and allow as many sections as pos- 
sible to appear for examinations and get these degrees which are now 
made available to those very restricted few I would therefore 
request the Minister for Education to keep in view the criticisms 
made against falling standards — I do not wish to under-rate or 
undervalue the standards, we want upgrading at any cost if at all we 
want leadership to be provided m different walks of life through these 
Universities for higher education , if that goes, the entire structure 
of the society falls I do not therefore undervalue the necessity of 
upgrading the standard of university education , at the same time we 
must also keep our eyes on the other very closely allied problems of 
giving more equal opportunities to those unfortunate few who today 
are denied those opportunities because of the peculiar circumstances 
in which they are placed I would therefore suggest to the Govern- 
ment that this Bill may be passed, but the entire structure of universi- 
ty education m all the three Universities and the working of the three 
Acts should be reviewed Thank you, Sir
